REPORT ON ELECTRICAL STORAGE BATTERY 
LOCOMOTIVE COMPETITION. 

The Secretary for Mines announces that the Report of 
the judges appointed to adjudicate on the Electric 
Storage Battery Locomotive Competition for a prize of 
£1,000, offered by Mr. Charles Markham, of Ringwood 
Hall, Chesterfield, has been published. 

The object of the competition was to encourage the 
production of a safe and efficient type of electrical 
storage battery locomotive for use underground in coal 
mines with a view to obviating the use of pit ponies and 
increasing coal production. Ten entries were received, 
five of which were selected by the judges as being suit- 
able for submission to working tests. The winning 
design was entered by Messrs. Joseph Booth and Bros., 
Ltd., Engineers, Union Foundry and _ Ironworks, 
Rodley, Leeds. 

An outline is given of the technical requirements 
governing the competition, the tests applied and a 
general description of the winning locomotive.

POLISH IMPORT RESTRICTIONS.

The Commercial Secretary to the British Legation at 
Warsaw draws attention to the fact that various firms 
in the United Kingdom have requested him to assist ir 
obtaining import licences for their goods on importation 
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into Poland, though they themselves have not complied 
with the Polish regulations when dispatching their goods 
to Poland. 

Non-compliance with these regulations causes consider- 
able delay in clearing the goods, unnecessary correspon- 
dence and complaints on the part ef importers.

PROHIBITION OF EXPORT OF LET FROM 
ROUMANIA. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 
23rd April, 1925 (page 440), concerning the export of 
currency from Roumania, the British Commercial 
Secretary at Bucharest has forwarded translation of an 
official notice published in the ‘‘ Argus ’”’ of 30th May, 
1926, prohibiting absolutely the exportation of lei from 
Roumania and limiting the amount of foreign currency 
which can be carried out by travellers to the equivalent 
of 5,000 lei. For sums exceeding this amount a permit 
must be obtained from the Ministry of Finance. To 
avoid the necessity of obtaining this permit commercial 
travellers and others visiting Roumania should have a 
note made on their passports by the Customs officials of 
the amount of money they carry in, when a similar 
amount may be carried out of the country without 
permit.

ALGERIAN CROP PROSPECTS. 

The British Consul-General at Algiers reports that the 
general outlook for the crops in Algeriamay beconsidered 
favourable, although it was only at the end of April that 
the situation was saved by a much needed heavy rainfall. 
There is, of course, the ever present menace of a series of 
hot winds from the direction of the Sahara, but harvest 
results should reach a good average. 

Cereal crops, gathering of which had already begun, 
are generally, however, very poor, particularly barley, 
but wheat sown at high altitudes is in excellent condition. 
Vines are also extremely satisfactory and well advanced 
and the market for them rules firm, especially as it has 
been announced that results in the South of France are 
likely to be below normal. Fruit and vegetables do not 
prcmise well. The stone-fruit crop will not be a good one 
and a fall of temperature retarded the growth of 
tomatoes and French beans. Cotton was also held back 
by the cold spell. There are signs of parasitic attacks on 
the tobacco plant.

FORMOSAN SUGAR PRODUCTION. 


The British Consul at Tamsui informs the Department 
that an official estimate issued by the Government- 
General of Formosa places sugar production for the 
season 1925-26 at 8,129,423 piculs (about 479,000 tons). 
This does not include brown sugars, the estimate for 
which has not yet been issued. The crop is not so good 
as was anticipated owing to a prolonged drought in the 
south of the island.

NATURAL RESOURCES AND TRADE. 


There is a marked desire on the part of Newfoundland 
merchants to increase the share of the business now 
obtained by the United Kingdom, writes Mr. F. W. 
Field, H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada and 
Newfoundland, in his Report on the Trade, Industries 
and Resources of Newfoundland for 1925. 

When he met the Council of the Board of Trade of 
St. John’s in August they assured him that it was the 
desire of Newfoundlanders to buy all British goods pos- 
sible in preference to those of other countries, and they 
trusted British exporters would help to improve condi- 
tions for trading with them and to build up a great 








inter-Imperial trade. 

In view of the change which has occurred in the 
United Kingdom’s position in the trade of Newfound- 
land—largely due to recent war-time events—Mr. 
Field’s Report gives fairly detailed information and 
statistical data as to the Colony’s resources and trade. 
United Kingdom manufacturers and merchants will 
therefore have before them, it is hoped, a more or less 
complete document which will enable them to analyse 
the position so far as their own trades are concerned. 

The past few years have witnessed a steady mainten- 
ance of the fishing industry, the extension of agricultural 
pursuits, preliminary investigations of mineral resources 
and the establishment of important paper industries. 
There is likely to be a gradual and healthy development 
in the island. Certain changes in the preparation of 
Newfoundland fish for the world’s markets will perhaps 
be made. It should be borne in mind, however, that an 
industry based upon the efforts of a population living in 
small groups along an extensive coastline is not easily 
organised. Road building is to be given more attention, 
and a sum of 2,000,000 dollars was appropriated in 1925 
for that purpose. 

There are undoubtedly excellent opportunities for in- 
vestment in the Colony. ‘The fHigh Commissioner for 
Newfoundland has pointed out that, while booms or 
gold rushes have not occurred, there is promise of a rich 
reward to the empire builder who spends his labour in 
exploiting the untapped resources of natural wealth in 
the island. 

FINANCIAL POSITION. 

A favourable trade balance was obtained by New- 
foundland during the war, and revenue was considerably 
in excess of expenditure. The national revenue is 
derived mainly from duties on imports, which declined 
in 1919-20 owing to the unsatisfactory state of the fish 
trade. The position has since improved. The Finance 
Minister estimated the revenue figures for the fiscal year 
ended 30th June, 1925, at 9,453,000 dols., and current

NATURAL RESOURCES. 

Cod Fisheries.—No other country has such extensive 
cod fisheries as Newfoundland. They are the Colony’s 
greatest industry, and account for about 80 per cent. of 
its exports. The total annual catch of cod in North 
American waters, taken by fishermen of various nation- 
alities, is estimated at 4,000,000 quintals, or, say, 
200,000,000 fish. This drain has continued for cen- 
turies, yet there is no sign of a decrease of the wealth 
of the cod fisheries. The production of cod-liver oil is 
carried on principally in small establishments around the 
coast, where from 1,000 to 15,000 gallons are produced 
in each. The output is governed mainly by the supply 
of fish. A system of Government inspection ensures that 
only the purest oil is exported, and the latest appliances 
are used in its production. Newfoundland producers 
claim that the quality of their oil is equal, if not superior, 
to cod-liver oil produced elsewhere, and that this fact 
has been proved by scientific tests. Some of those inte- 
rested have expressed to Mr. Field their disappointment 
because United Kingdom importers have not taken a 
wider interest in the Newfoundland product. 

Other Fish.—The packing or tinning of lobsters 
yields about 350,000 dols. annually. Both in Newfound- 
Jand and Canada lobsters have become comparatively 
scarce, and lobster hatcheries were established to per- 
petuate the industry. Newfoundland did not maintain 
its hatcheries. So rapid has been the decline of the 
fishery and the reduction in the size of the lobsters that 
the Government passed a law providing for a close season 
for three years from lst January, 1925. The export 
trade of the Colony declined from 25,047 cases in 1912-13 
to 6,923 cases in 1923-24, in which year the lobster catch 
was the lowest on record. Valuable catches of herring, 
salmon, halibut, haddock and other fish are made every 
year. It is believed a sum of at least 250,000 dols. 
might be added to the annual production were the lesser 
fisheries developed. Salted herrings and pickled salmon 
are the principal output of these fisheries. The sealing 
industry is still of fairly extensive proportions, and the 
catch in season 1925 amounted to 127,882, as against 
129,561 in 1924 and 101,770 in 1923. 

Agriculture.—Certain crops are grown with con- 
siderable success. Several other kinds, agricultural 
experts say, which are now unknown in Newfoundland, 
would grow well there. The extensive growing of wheat 
is not recommended, but oats, barley, hay, potatoes, 
mangolds, turnips and small fruits can be, and in some 
cases are, grown in abundance. Large quantities of 
animal and farm products are imported annually, among 
them being beans, cabbage, peas, potatoes, apples, 
butter, cheese, eggs, hay, jams, lard, oatmeal, oats, 
oilcake, fresh meats, etc. The Government recently 
decided, upon the recommendation of the Minister of 
Agriculture, to increase the agricultural vote by 15,000 
dols. His recommendation that fertilisers for use of 
farmers be admitted free of duty was also approved ; and 
the Railway Commission has under consideration the 
advisability of giving a flat rate in freights on all agri- 
cultural produce passing over the Government railway 
lines in Newfoundland. This would materially assist 
farmers throughout the Colony. ; 

Minerals.—A variety of metalliferous ores exists in the 
Colony, but the majority of the properties are un- 
developed. The Government would undoubtedly do 
everything within their power to facilitate the opera- 
tions of a reliable company who proposed to develop the 
mineral resources of the island. Little systematic work 
has been done in the past, but considerable money has 
been spent judiciously by private individuals in small 
sums over a number of years. Deposits of iron and 
copper are being worked in an important and profitable 
way. Gold, silver, lead, antimony, talc, asbestos and 
coal have been worked at various places. Following 
more widespread and persistent prospecting, the mineral 
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production of the country should be materially increased. 
The iron ore deposits of Newfoundland, probably the 
most extensive in the world, have to date produced well 
over ten million tons of ore. The hematite deposits of 
Bell Island, an island six miles long by two miles wide in 
Conception Bay, are the only deposits being worked 
actively and extensively. It is estimated that the 
operations at Wabana of the British Empire Steel Cor- 
poration can yield a million tons a year for a great many 
years tocome. The Bell Island areas will produce 2,000 
million tons, according to estimates of authorities. 
Much of the ore mined in Newfoundland is used in the 
blast furnaces at North Sydney (Nova Scotia), Canada, 
in connection with the manufacture of steel rails. A 
quantity is used for the manufacture of steel for rails, 
fastenings and railway carriage axles, and for bridge- 
building and other structural purposes, but some is ex- 
ported to the United Kingdom and the United States, 
and a great deal to Germany and Holland. 

Timber.—Several estimates have been made of the 
forest wealth of the country. One of them gives the 
island 10,000 square miles of well-wooded timberland 
capable of yielding 10 cords per acre of pulpwood and 
1,000 superficial feet of lumber, with a net standing 
value of 500,000,000 dols. Lumbering in Newfound- 
land commenced with the construction of the railway. 
While a small export trade in lumber has been done from 
time to time, most of the products of the sawmills are 
sold in the Colony itself. The St. John’s Board of 
Trade estimate that not less than 300,000 cords of pulp- 
wood every year will be required by the two paper mills 
in Newfoundland. 


TRADE. 


That the bulk of the Colony’s import trade is being 
secured by Canada, the United Kingdom and the United 
States, in the order named, is clearly shown in Appendix 
B to Mr. Field’s Report. The principal imports of the 
Colony are flour, coal, meats, tea, sugar, groceries, 
machinery, textiles, wearing apparel and hardware. 
There are at least fourteen groups of commodities, the 
value of the trade in each of which exceeds 100,000 dols. 
per annum, and in which perhaps more business can be 
secured by British firms. These are listed in a further 
appendix to Mr. Field’s Report, which shows the percen- 
tage shares secured respectively by the United Kingdom, 
Canada and the United States. Trade in Newfound- 
land is transacted in several ways, the principal of which 
are as follows:—(a) By merchant firms in St. John’s, 
with branches or head offices in the United Kingdom. 
(6) By merchant houses in St. John’s, with their own 
retail and wholesale departments, who send their buyers 
regularly to the United Kingdom. (c) By merchant 
houses in St. John’s who have the sole distribution rights 
of the goods of certain United Kingdom firms. (d) By 
manufacturers’ agents resident in St. John’s and repre- 
senting several non-competitive United Kingdom manu- 
facturers or merchants. (e) By United Kingdom firms 
who send their representatives regularly to the Colony. 
The more important merchant houses handle an exten- 
sive variety of goods, both as wholesalers and retailers. 
For example, one house will handle provisions, furni- 
ture, hardware, groceries and wearing apparel. Sim: 
larly, manufacturers’ agents handle a varied assortment 
of goods. 

The people of Newfoundland do not approve of the 
appointment by British firms of agents in Canada to 
attend to business in Newfoundland. The feeling in 
this regard is strong. The only exception that car 
safely be made, in a few instances, is the appointment of 
an agent in the Maritime Provinces of Canada on the 
Atlantic seaboard to sell British goods both in those 
Provinces and in Newfoundland. Even this exception 
should not by any means be made a general practice. 
The journey from Montreal or Toronto to Newfoundland 
by way of Halifax occupies about four days, and from 
Halifax to St. John’s about 40 hours, which in itself is a 
disadvantage for an agent resident in Canada who is 
also to sell in Newfoundland.

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The total excesses of imports over exports represent the 
amounts that have to be covered by “‘ invisible exports ”’ 
in order to maintain our trade balance. 

In May, 1925, there were 26 working days (Whit- 
Monday falling on Ist June); in April, 1926, there were 
23 working days (allowing three days for Easter Holi- 
days); in May, 1926, there were 25 working days (Whit- 
Monday falling in May) and of these nine were occupied 
by the General Strike and two by the week-end disorgan- 
isation following the settlement. It is probably not safe 
to assume that the whole export trade of the country 
ceased during those eleven days, and still less the whole 
import trade. Assuming that the effective loss was nine 
days, and remembering that, owing to the time allowed to- 
traders to put in their documents, each month’s record 
includes part of the trade of the preceding month and 
loses part of its own, which may or may not be 
equivalent, we get the following rough comparison of the 
turnover of import and export trade per working day :—

There is thus clear evidence that during the days 
available for work in May, 1926, work was carried on 
with much greater intensity, both as regards imports and 
British exports, than in the preceding month or a year 
ago, while exports of imported merchandise fell off. In 
making comparisons with May, 1925, it has to be borne 
in mind that over the twelve months there was a fall in 
prices, so that changes in volume are not represented by 
the changes in values. Comparing May, 1926, with 
April, 1926, however, if imports and British exports had 
proceeded at the same daily rate in May as in April the 
loss in imports would have been £31,196,000 instead of 
£21,293,000 and the loss in British exports would have 
been £16,061,000 instead of £6.985,000. The more 
intensive efforts of the period following the strike would 
thus appear to have made up for losses during the strike 
to the extent of about £10,000,000 in imports and about 
€9,000,000 in British exports. These figures, of course, 
cannot pretend to any claim to precision, but they may 
perhaps serve as a very rough indication of the way in 
which the disorder of the strike was in part repaired.

The favourable position of barley, maize, bacon and 
hams, cheese, apples, refined sugar, tea, and unmanu- 
factured tobacco compared with May, 1925, will be 
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observed. Our imports of wheat and flour (reckoned in 
terms of wheat) in the first nine months of the cereal year 
beginning lst September, 1925, were 18,917,000 quarters, 
against 21,214,000 quarters in the first nine months of 
the preceding cereal year. The average import value per 
ewt. of Canadian wheat fell in the twelve months by 
about 8°7 per cent. and that of Australian wheat by about 
3°5 per cent. Argentine chilled beef was cheaper by 1:2 
per cent., New Zealand mutton and lamb by 6°2 per cent. 
and Cuban raw sugar by 15 per cent. but Danish bacon 
was dearer by 16°3 per cent. and Ceylon tea by 9°5 per 
cent.

The magnitude of the retained imports in May, 1926, 
was to some degree affected by the difficulty of obtaining 
shipments of re-exports, but imports, of course, were 
equally disturbed. It is, nevertheless, of interest to note 
that retained imports of copper ore, raw cotton, sheep’s 
and lambs’ wool, flax and tow, cottonseed, linseed, 
coconut oil unrefined, chemical wood pulp, and crude 
rubber were greater in May, 1926, than in May, 1925. 
Reckoning from Ist September the retained imports of 
raw cotton in the last nine months have been 14,081,000 
centals against 15,651,000 centals in the corresponding 
period of 1924-25, while for the same period of 1925-26 
retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool have been 
390,894,000 Ibs. against 334,706,000 lbs. in the corres- 
ponding period of 1924-25. Exports of British raw 
materials consist mainly of coal and these were, as 
recorded in May, 1926, only a little over 31:1 per cent. 
of the quantity exported in May, 1925. The actual 
quantities were 1,448,000 tons in May, 1926; 4,291,000 
tons in April, 1926; and 4,652,000 tons in May, 1925. 
Imports of coal were 3,618 tons in May, 1926, but both 
as regards imports and exports the figures as recorded are 
seriously affected by the delay allowed to importers and 
exporters in putting in to the Customs the particulars of 
their transactions. Shipments of coal for steamers in the 
foreign trade were 585,000 tons in May, 1926; 1,293,000 
tons in April, 1926; and 1,379,000 tons in May, 1925. 
Fuel oil bunkers were 15,594,000 gallons in May, 1926: 
19,285,000 gallons in April, 1926; and 21,986,000 gallons 
in May, 1925.

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The most noticeable point about our exports in May is 
the manner in which they were maintained despite the 
General Strike, compared with April and also with 
May, 1925. In iron and steel the deficiency was mainly 
in pig iron and crude steel, rolling-mill products being 
only 3°4 per cent. behind April, 1926, and 4°3 per cent. 
behind May, 1925, and finished goods 2°5 per cent. 
behind April and 5°3 per cent. behind May, 1926. 
Exports of tin blocks, etc., cotton piece-goods, 
wool tops, worsted tissues, linen piece-goods, jute 
piece-goods and soap were greater in May, 1926, 
than in April, 1926, and exports of woollen tissues were 
practically the same. Exports of thin plates, galvanised 
sheets, railway material, and wire were greater in May 
than a year ago, and the same is true of wool tops, worsted 
tissues and linen piece-goods. Shipping movement was 
also affected by the General Strike, entrances naturally to 
a less degree than clearances. Entrances of ships with 
cargo were 3,915,000 net tons(2,725,000 net tons British) 
in May against 4,619,000 net tons (3,158,000 net tons 
British) in April, 1926, and 4,528,000 net tons 
(3,112,000 net tons British) in May, 1925. Clearances 
with cargo were 2,338,000 net tons (1,823,000 net tons 
British) in May, 1926, against 5,224,000 net tons 
(3,390,000 net tons British) in April, 1926, and 
9,424,000 net tons (3,683,000 net tons British) in May, 
1925. Entrances in May, 1926, were 15°2 per cent, 
below April and 13°5 per cent. below May, 1925, the 
falling off in British tonnage being 13°7 per cent. and 
12-4 per cent., respectively. Clearances in May, 1926, 
were 55°2 per cent. below April and 56°9 per cent. below 
May, 1925, the falling off in British tonnage being 46°2 
per cent. and 50°5 per cent., respectively. 





Notes on Trade. 


BRITISH TRADE WITH NEW ZEALAND. 

Five leading daily papers in New Zealand are making 
a united effort to stimulate British trade in that 
Dominion and will issue a special British Trade Number 
in July. The five newspapers are the ‘‘ New Zealand 
Werald,’’ the ‘‘ Taranaki Herald,’’ the ‘‘ Evening 
Post,’’ the ‘‘ Press,’’ and the ‘‘ Otago Daily Times.’ 
They will publish simultaneously in Auckland, New 
Plymouth, Wellington, Christchurch and Dunedin an 
issue containing a number of articles poate out how 
keen Britain is to get New Zealand trade and how well 
placed she is to outstrip competition. 

The New Zealand Associated Press, 85, Fleet Street, 
London, E.C. 4, to whom all enquiries concerning this 
concerted issue should be addressed, quote from a speech 
by the Rt. Hon. J. If. Thomas, P.C., M.P., in which he 
said a matter that irritated him immensely was to find 
the conception prevalent abroad that we were down and 
out, and that this country no longer occupied a dominant 
position. It was a bad advertisement, it was bad busi- 
ness, and it was not true. It is the object of this issue 
to remove this conception and the doubt which is 
apparent among many New Zealanders as to whether 
Britain is in the best position to supply New Zealand’s 
needs. 





BritisH Imports: RIsEs AND FALLS. 


As a market for British manufactures, New Zealand 
stands unique. Imports from the United Kingdom 
into the Dominion last year were valued at £52,456,407, 
mostly manufactured goods (see the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 29th 
April, pages 481-2.) No country buys so much per head 
from Britain, but, while her share of total imports 
from all sources during the December quarter of 1925 
was 48°68 per cent. as compared with 47°54 per cent. in 
1924, it was well below the 51°94 per cent. of 1923. 

The United Kingdom exported more motor vehicles, 
silk and woollen piece-goods, iron pipes and fittings, tools, 
fencing wire, agricultural machinery, leather and paper, 
cycles and motor cycles last year than in 1924, but less 
earthenware and china, apparel, cotton piece-goods, 
paints and varnishes, electrical and dairying machinery 


and stationery. 
The advance in motor vehicles imported from 
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the United Kingdom was from 1,413 valued at 
£575,683 in 1924 to 3,442 valued at £1,075,641 in 
1925, and although the erection of large works near 
Wellington for the assembiing of motor cars from im- 
ported parts may effect this trade to some extent in the 
near future it has been pointed out by H.M. Trade 
Commissioner in New Zealand that the improvement 
may well be maintained in spite of adverse factors if keen 
attention is given to the requirements of the market 
(“* Journal,’’ 29th April, page 481.) It 1s necessary for 
British manufacturers in all branches of industry to 
maintain their leadership and to regain fully their 
supremacy by letting the people of New Zealand know 
they want their trade. 

aking the last three-monthly period for which figures 
of imports from countries that compete with the United 
Kingdom are available (“‘Journal,’’ 20th May, page 
527), it is worth noting that while imports of general 
textiles from the United Kingdom were of greater value 
than in the corresponding quarter of the previous year, 
imports from Japan of silk and cotton piece-goods alone 
exceeded in value the total textile imports from that 
country in December quarter, 1924. The increase of 
United States competition for New Zealand’s import 
trade is denoted in a marked advance in the value of 
agricultural and electrical machinery exports to the 
Dominion, and in larger shipments of pianos. In the 
latter the value of imports from the United Kingdom 
showed a decline. On the other hand, there was a rise 
in the value of imports from the United Kingdom of foot- 
wear, leather and leather manufactures in the final three 
months of last year, while the United States sent rather 
less. 





NEW CANADIAN PULP MILLS. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London reports 
that round was broken last week for the building of the 
home for a new industry in Cornwall, Ontario, by the 
Canadian Cellulose Company. They are erecting there 
a soda mill which will contain two digesters and will be 
capable of a daily production of 50 tons of bleached soda 
pulp. The mill is to be up to date in every detail, 
incorporating many new ideas which have not yet been 
tried out either in Canada or the United States. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS TO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM, 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
in London reports that during the fortnight ended 5th 
June the following quantities of South African produce 
were shipped to the United Kingdom :—Wool, scoured, 
872 bales; wool, greasy, 2,593 bales; mohair, 948 bales; 
hides, dried, 325 bales; hides, wet, 250; sheep skins, 
603 bales; goat skins, 175 bales; wattle bark, 965 tons; 
ostrich feathers, 2 cases; buchu, 10 bales; tobacco, 249 
bales ; cotton lint, 681,907 lbs. ; maize, 9,683 bags; maize- 
meal, 3,429 bags; and grit 1,180 bags. 

In addition, the following boxes of fruit were shipped 
on 4th June to the United Kingdom :—Oranges, 20,668 : 
raisins, 4,050; naartjes, 2,889; sultanas, 2,500; dried 
apricots, 720; grape fruit, 510; dried apples, 250; 
prunes. 250; pines, 234 ; and dried pears, 170. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, Cal- 
cutta, reports as follows to the High Commissioner for 
India in London, on the season and crops during the past 
week : — 

Rainfall.—Caleutta, 14th June.—Rainfall has been 
nearly general in Malabar on six days; in Lower Burma 
on five days; in Konkan on four days; and in Kashmir, 
the Bombay Deccan and Assam on one day. Elsewhere 
rainfall has been light or local. 

Monsoon.—The Arabian Sea monsoon has been active 
in Lower Burma, Assam and North Bengal. Monsoon 
Forecast for 1926.—Rainfall will be normal in the 
Peninsula; there will be some defect in the north-west. 
Bombay, i5th June.—The monsoon has broken. 
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Crops.—Assam, 14th June.—The weather generally 
has been dry and unfavourable for crops. More rain is 
needed. Bombay, 12th June.—There has been fairly 
good rain in parts of the South Deccan and Konkan. 
Sowing has started in places. Bengal, 9th June.—Light 
to moderate rain has been general; more rain is needed 
in parts of the East for jute and paddy. Bihar and 
Orissa, 7th June.—Light to moderate rain has fallen in 
most districts, but more is needed in parts. The condi- 
tion of standing crops is fair to good in the feudatory 
states of Orissa and Chota Nagpur. Sugarcane is doing 
well. Central Provinces, 7th June.—There has been 
light rain in several districts. Madras, 7th June.— 
The weather generally has been dry. The condition of 
standing crops generally is fair.

TRADE IN FERTILISERS IN FRANCE. 

The regulations governing the trade in fertilisers in 
France which, as was notified in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 2nd 
July, 1925 (page 9), were amended by a law of 19th 
March, 1925, have now been added to by a Decree of 
23rd May last, published in the French ‘‘ Journal 
Officiel ’’ of 8th June. ‘The same issue of the ‘‘ Journa! 
Officiel ’’ publishes a circular explaining in detail the 
regulations in their present form. This circular (in 
French) may be seen by persons interested at the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 
S.W. 1. 


LATVIAN TRADE IN APRIL. 

The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports 
that the trade balance in April was a favourable one, 
exports amounting to 18,363,856 lats, as against imports 
13,718,530 lats. The chief contributory factor to the 
excess of exports over imports was the large quantity of 
flax exported, amounting to 7,000 tons out of over 26,000 
tons sold by the Latvian Ministry of Finance for ship- 
ment abroad. In view of the fact that considerable 
quantities remained to be shipped during May and June, 
it is anticipated that the trade balance will continue to 
remain active during those months.

COLLECTION OF BOLIVIAN CONSULAR FEES. 
The British Chargé d’Affaires at La Paz has for- 

warded translation of a Bolivian Government Decree 

regarding the system of collecting Consular fees. 

The scale of charges (including the fee of 3 per cent. 
ad valorem for the endorsement of consular invoices) 
remains unaltered, but as from Ist July they are to be 
collected by the Bolivian Customs at the time the import 
documents are cancelled. Consuls are to confine them- 
selves to cancelling and to noting on the consular in- 
voice the amount of the fee at 3 per cent. ad valorem in 
the appropriate currency. Other fees and taxes con- 
nected with the endorsement of documents, passports, 
etc., will continue to be collected in the Consulates, the 
use of Consular fee stamps being obligatory. 

In Consulates of small importance. represented by 
honorary Consuls, all fees and taxes will continue to be 
collected as at present.

The statistics for trade between the States of the former 
Austro-Hungarian Monarchy in 1925 indicate clearly the 
interdependence of these countries, states the ‘*‘ Monthly 
veview ’’ of the Anglo-Austrian Bank, Ltd. Each State finds 
the most natural markets for its surplus among its neigh- 
bours, which is not only to be expected from the geogra- 
phical position but by the mutual sufficiency of the six 
States. 

In 1925 about 63°8 per cent. of all Hungarian imports 
and 74°2 per cent. of all exports came under the heading of 
‘Trade with the other Succession States.’’ The total im- 
ports amounted to 73968 million gold crowns, and the 
trade with the Succession States is divided as fellows :—

NETHERLAND EAST INDIES. 


TRADE, AGRICULTURE AND INDUSTRY OF 
SURINAM. 
From the British Commercial Secretary.) 
Tus HAGUvUE. 

The Bank of Surinam, in a recent Report, states that the 
tetal value of imports and exports during 1925 was 
9 474.161 florins and 9,932,306 fls., as against 7,496,453 fls. 
and 7,409,441 fls. respectively in 1924. The total revenue 
of the Colony last year was 5:1 million fls., against an 
estimate of 4°6 million fls. and a revenue of 4,353 million fls. 
in 1924. The larger revenue is principally due to a great 
increase in import duties by 237,000 fls. over the estimate, 
and of posts and telegraphs by 106,000 fls. On the other 
hand excise and licence duties were 123,000 fls. less than 
the estimate. The Post Office Savings Bank showed a total 
increase of 20,000 fs. 

AGRICULTURE. 

Ccecoa.—The position of the cocoa industry is considered 
unsatisfactory, but although drought and diseases affected 
the crops last year exports rose from 740 tons in 1924 to 818 
tons in 1925. 

Coffee.—The coffee crop was small, and the outlook is 
uncertain, owing to the continued drought; exports dropped 
to 1,892 tons, as against 2,226 tons in 1924. 

Sugar.—The sugar content of the cane was high, and 
certain plantations have endeavoured to improve production 
by scientific farming. The prospects for 1926 are uncertain 
owing to the drought and the sugar prices. The total pro- 
duction of the factories in 1925 amounted to 16,577 tons, as 
against 10,085 tons in 1924. The export of sugar totalled 
13,973 tons, as compared with 7,658 tons in the previous 
year. 

Maize.—The cultivation of maize also suffered from the 
weather, and production was smalier than in 1924, although 
exports were slightly larger. 

Fruit.—Plantation produce, such as bananas, cocoanuts, 
etc., suffered under the drought, and owing to the small- 
ness of the local market prices were lower. 

Rice.—The rice crops at the beginning of 1925 were 
practically entirely lost, but, notwithstanding, prices re- 
mained low. On the whole the cultivation of rice is increas- 
ing. as may be gleaned from the fact that in 1910 imports 
of rice amounted to nearly 60,000 bags, whereas in 1925 
imports had fallen to 2,744 bags. 
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Cotton.—The results of the previous spring cotton crop 
were so satisfactory that a prominent concern planted a 
further plantation, with the result that in 1925 cotton again 
became an article of export. There is every possibility of 
this cultivation being extended. 


INDUSTRY. 

Balata.—This industry experienced a satisfactory year, the 
ictai production being 734,781 kilogs., as against 579,065 
kilogs. in 1924. A larger area was given into concession, 
namely 8,288,500 hectares, as compared with 6,950,000 
hectares in 1924. Prices in the beginning of 1925 were 
satisfactory, but dropped towards the end of the year. It 
is considered that should means be found to improve other 
bhalata of lesser quality this will seriously affect Surinam 
balata. The prospects for 1926 are, however, still uncer- 
iain owing to the continued drought. 

Bauxite.—The Surinam Bauxite Company exported 86,800 
tons, 2s against 57,390 tons in 1924. The company is 
building drying and refining works, by which the green ore 
will be reduced, and a saving of 23 per cent. in freight 
obtained. When the whele of the factory has been com- 
pleted it will be possible to produce 300,000 tons, but for 
the present the intention is only to produce 150,000 tons per 
annum. Practically all the exports were to the United 
States, as it was found impossible to compete with the 
French product in Europe. 

Gold.—The total production of gold in 1925 was 308,533 
grams, as compared with 322,671 grams in 1924.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


DECLINE IN INDUSTRIAL OUTPUT. 

The speculative features displayed by the building tn- 
dustry in the United States in the last few years have largely 
civen way to a more conservative and distinctly sounder 
policy on the part of builders, states the ‘* Guaranty 
“urvey,’’ the monthly publication of the Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York. This development, it adds, will be 
welcomed by those who have seen in the recent speculative 
tendencies a possible source of difficulty in case it should 
appear that undue optimism had stimulated construction 
in excess of actual needs. The volume of building con- 
struction in the Unil@éd States during the first four months 
of 1926 was 20 per cent. larger than in the corresponding 
months of 1925. according to the recent semi-antiual state 
ment of the American Construction Council. In recent 
months, however, activity has failed to show the usual 
seasonal expansion, and April’s total was only about equal 
to that of April last year. 

\fter a steady but not exceptionally rapid decline of 
several weeks’ duration, activily in the irom and steel in- 
dustry has become stabilised, for the time being at least, 


at about 80 per cent. of capacity. April’s operations repre- 
sented about 88 per cent., with an average output of 158,613 
tons a day. Automobile manufacture has declined from 


the remarkably high level of recent months, and members 
of the industry did not anticipate that the April output of 
about 456,000 cars and trucks would be duplicated this 
year, 

Domestic consumption of lint cotton in April amounted 
to 575,799 bales, which is 9 per cent. smaller than the 
record figure for March, and 35 per cent. below that for 
April, 1925. An even more pronounced decline has occurred 
in the activity of silk mills. Wool consumption in March 
was larger than in January or February, but the three 
months’ total was 124 per cent. below that of a year ago.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1925. 

In reviewing the official statistics which have now been 
published relating to the total movement of exports from, 
and imports to, Brazil during the twelve months ended 
Sist December, 1925, perhaps the most notable feature 
demonstrated by these figures is the recovery achieved by 
Brazil as regards her trade balance during the last five 
months of 1925. states the ‘‘ Monthly Review ”’ of the Bank 
of London and South America, Limited. Until July there 
was an adverse balance, but by the end of December this 
was not only cleared off, but a balance in favour of exports 
amounting to 582.838 contos. or a sterling equivalent of 
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£16,709,000, had been obtained. In 1924 Brazil had a trade 
balance in favour of exports amounting to 1,073,996 contos, 
equivalent to £26,765,000; therefore the results of the past 
year show a falling off in the balance of trade of some 
491,158 contos, or over £10,000,000. One satisfactory result 
of the past year’s trade is that the currency and sterling 
values of both imports and exports are the largest since 
1920, and in the case of exports the value has shown a 
gradual and progressive increase each year during the past 
five years, as is evidenced by the following yearly figures :—

However, although the values are the largest since 1921, 
it is disappointing that the volume of goods exported do 
not show the same expansion, for the total tonnage 
dispatched in 1925 was only 220 tons more than in 192] 
and less than in 1922 and 1923, but shows an increase of 
84,542 tons when compared with 1924. 

In obtaining an increase of 150,342 contos, or £7,540,000 
in the value of articles exported in 1925, when compared 
with the value in 1924, the following products contributed 
to this expansion :—

With the exception of cocoa all the above commodities 
also showed an increase in the volume shipped, while in 
the case of coffee, both the volume sold and its currency 
value in 1925 were lower than the previous year, but the 
sterling amount was £2,187,000 in excess of 1924. 

Of the products exported showing diminution in 1925, 
in contrast with 1924, the following are the most im- 
portant :—Lard, the value of which decreased by £63,000, 
frozen meat £534,000, wool £85,000, skins £32,000, precious 
stones £33,000, rice £140,000, sugar £714,000, fruits and nuts 
£67 ,VOO, oil producing seeds £725,000, and timber £37,000. 


Cocoa AND RvuBBer Exports. 

The total quantity of cocoa exported from Brazil during 
1925 was 64,544 tons, valued at 99,862 contos, or an equiva- 
lent of £2,626,000, in contrast with 68,874 tons to the value 
of 98,174 contos, or £2,426,000 in 1924. The average price 
per ton in 1925 was £40 13s., as compared with £35 4s. 
in the previous year. Practically the whole of the cocoa 
exported emanated from the State ef Bahia, over half of 
which, or 33,554 tons, were shipped to the United States. 
Germany purchased 12,050 tons, France 6,319 tons, Switzer- 
land 1,953 tons, and Holland 1,789 tons. 

The currency and sterling value of rubber exported fronr 
Brazil last year shows a considerable advance over recent 
years, as is revealed by the following yearly figures :-—

PRODUCTION OF ASBESTOS IN 1925. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has for- 
warded a Bulletin prepared by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics at Ottawa, from which the following extract has 
been made :— 

A new high record was established in the Canadian pro- 
duction of asbestos in 1925, which reached 281,718 tons. 
Total shipments for the year were 290,389 short tons, valued 
at 8,988,360 dollars, as compared with 225,744 tons at 
6,710,830 dols. in 1924. Exports of asbestos (including sand 
and waste) in 1925, totalled 258,017 tons, or 53,268 tons more 
than in 1924. Shipments to Great Britain amounted to 
8,709 tons, to the United States 209,879 tons, and to 
Germany 11,120 tons. Exports of asbestos to Australia, 
Belgium, France, Italy and the Netherlands increased 
materially. 

The amount of capital employed by the fourteen produc- 
ing firms was 38,133,046 dois. Employment was provided 
for 117 salaried employees, 1,315 mine workers and 1,150 
mill workers and their combined earnings totalled 
2,997,107 dols. Fuel and electricity cost 923,239 dols., in- 
cluding 546,175 dols. for 60,506,285 kilowatt hours of 
electricity. Plant equipment included 406 electric motors 
having a combined rating of 28,621 h.p. Six plants manu- 
facture asbestos products, including the following :—Asbes- 
tos paper and mill board, roofing, rigid shingles, building 
materials, cellular and sponge-felted pipe insulation, insu- 
lating sheets and blocks, brake linings and clutch facings, 
and packings for steam, oil and hydraulic operations.

TIN EXPORTS, JANUARY-MAY. 


An official cable from Kuala Lumpur to the Malay States 
Information Agency in London reports that 3,692 tons of 
tin were exported from the Federated Malay States in May 
as compared with 3,810 tons in the corresponding month 
of 1925. The same cable corrects the figure for tin exports 
in April, 1926. The figure previously cabled and published 
was 3,115 tons. The revised figure is 3,667 tons. The total 
export for the present year amounts to 18,369 tons as com- 
pered with 19,046 tons for the same period in 1925 and 
17,723 tons in 1924.

CHEMICAL PRODUCTION IN 1925. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has for- 
warded a bulletin prepared by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics at Ottawa, from which the following extracts 
have been made: 

Canada’s chemical industry showed substantial progress 
in 1925. Production by the 511 plants reporting was valued 
at 114,831,880 dollars, an increase of six million dols. over 
the reported value of sales in the preceding year. Capital 
employed remained practically unchanged at 126 million 
dols. Materials cost nearly three million dols. more, at a 
total of 57,000,429 dols. Employment showed little change; 
13,973 workers earned 17,596,561 dols. during the year. 

In Canada’s foreign trade there were substantial gains 
hoth in imports and exports of chemicals. Total imports 
for the year of chemicals and allied products had a value of 
27,653,819 dols., as compared with 24,565,574 dols in 1924, 
In exports there were important gains in the fertiliser and 
heavy chemical groups, and appreciable advances were 
made in soap. An analysis of the trend of Canada’s external 
trade in chemical products shows that the value of imports 
from the United States made up 66 per cent. of the total 
brought in from all foreign sources: 16 per cent. of the 
value of purchases represented goods from the United 
Kingdom; the balance, or 18 per cent., was derived from 
other countries, chief among which were Germany, France, 
the Netherlands, Chile, Belgium, Switzerland and Argen- 
tina. There was an increase in the relative value of 
chemical products exported from Canada to the United 
States in 1925, and a decrease in the percentage shipped to 
the United Kingdom. 

Prices of chemical products declined slightly during the 
vear. Based on 1913 prices as 100 the Bureau of Statistics’ 
index number on chemicals and allied products, which 
showed an average of 161°8 in 1924, declined to an average 
for 1925 of 157°1.

GERMANY-SPAIN. 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 


A Commercial Convention between Germany and Spain, 
signed at Madrid on 7th May, 1926, came into force on Ist 
June after the exchange of ratifications. The Convention is 
concluded for an indefinite period, but may be denounced 
at three months’ notice after a period of nine months from 
its entry into force. This Agreement takes the place of the 
Temporary Agreement of November. 1925, referred to in 
the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 26th November last (page 594). 

Natural or manufactured products set out in List ‘‘ A’”’ 
attached to the Convention originating in and coming from 
Spain are not to be subject on importation into Germany 
to other or higher rates of duty than those specified in the 
list, and are also to enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment 
(Article 1). (A translation of List ‘‘ A’’ is given below.) 

Products enumerated in List ‘‘B’’ annexed to the Treaty 
originating in and coming from Spain are to enjoy most- 
favoured-nation treatment on importation into Germany 
(Article 2). 

Natural and manufactured products originating in and 
coming from Germany are, on importation into Spain, to 
be dutiable at the second column rates of the Spanish 
Tariff (Article 3), but Spain agrees to accord most-favoured- 
nation treatment to the products originating in and coming 
from Germany enumerated in List ‘‘C’’ annexed to the 
Convention, with the proviso that this concession is not 
to apply to reductions of more than 20 per cent. of the 
second column rates of the Tariff unless Spain should in 
the future accord such lower rates to a third country other 
than Portugal, the Spanish Zone of Morocco or the 
Spanish-American Kepublics (Article 4). 

Natural and manufactured products originating in and 
coming from Germany are not, on importation into Spain, 
to be subject to any surtaxes which would have the effect 
of increasing the rates of the second column of the Tariff 
as applied to all countries (Article 5). 

Each of the Contracting Parties guarantees most-favoured- 
nation treatment to the goods of the other Party as re- 
gards ‘‘ contingents ’’ and Customs formalities (especially 
certificates of origin, classification and interpretation of the 
Tariff and warehousing), internal taxation and any further 
similar advantages which are or may be granted to a third 
country with a view to favouring the importation of, the 
trade in, and sale of the goods. 

Most-favoured-nalion treatment is also to apply to ship- 
ping (including charges and imposts of all kinds) and to 
commercial travellers (especially as regards taxes and 
samples). The two Parties also reciprocally guarantee one 
another most-favoured-nation treatment as regards 
simplification of the formalities relating to the clearance 
of samples and the transit of goods (Article 6). 

No prohibitions or restrictions are to be imposed or main- 
tained on the export and import trade of the two countries 
which are not of a general character. The two Parties re- 
serve the right to impose prohibitions or restrictions applic- 
able to all countries in like circumstances, on grounds of 
public security, for sanitary reasons, for the protection of 
plants and animals, in regard to war material and in the 
case of articles subject to a State monopoly (Article 7). 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is also accorded as 
regards export duties (Article 8). 

The nationals of each of the Contracting Parties may, 
subject to the Laws in force, freely enter or leave the 
territory of the other and travel in or reside therein. They 
will not be subject to any other or stricter general or local 
restrictions or imposts than are imposed on nationals of 
the State or of the most-favoured-nation. National and 
most-favoured-nation treatment will be accorded in respect 
of the exercise of trade and industry as regard privileges, 
exemptions and favours. 

The nationals of each of the Contracting Parties, including 
commercial undertakings, are not to be subject in the 
territory of the other to any forced loans. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded to the 
nationals of each Party as regards the acquisition, possession 
and disposal of property (Article 9). 

The most-favoured-nation clause does not apply to— 

1. Favours accorded to neighbouring States for 
facilitating local traffic within a limit of 15 kilometres 
of the frontier; 

2. Favours accorded by one of the two Parties to a 
third State on the ground of an existing or future 
Customs union; 

3. Favours accorded by one of the two Parties to a 
third State on agreements for the avoidance of double 
taxation and the mutual protection of the revenue; 
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4. Favours accorded or to be accorded by Spain to 
Portugal, the Spanish Zone of Morocco and the Spanish- 
American Republics, provided such favours are not 
accorded to any other country (Article 10).

MODIFICATION OF IMPORT, EXCISE AND 
CONSUMPTION DUTIES. 

The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ for 9th June contains a Law, 
dated 7th June, which modifies the import, excise and con- 
sumption duties on certain goods, and also revises the 
powers of the Government with regard to the alteration 
of Customs duties. F 

Government’s Power to Amend Duties.—The powers of the 
Government to amend Customs duties in certain circum- 
stances are exlended by Article 1 of the present Law, which 
modifies Article 9 of the Tariff Law of 8th May, 1924 (as 
amended) to read as follows::- . 

1. Specific duties are calculated by applying to the quantity 
imported, the basic rates of duty multiplied by the ‘* eo- 
efficients ’’ which are applicable thereto. 

2. Taking into account fluctuations in the value of goods or 
economic contingencies, the Government may, according to the 
kind or origin of the goods, apply a “‘ coefficient ” to basic rates 
not previously subject to a ‘‘ coefficient,’’ and increase or reduce 
‘* ecefficients ”’ —aare existing. 

Inversely the Government may also, if necessary, without fixing 
a lower rate than that in force before this Law. reduce. by way 
of exception, specific duties not subject to a ‘ coefficient ”? or 
ad valorem duties. They may also increase the duties again, 
but the original duties may not be exceeded 

All measures taken in execution of the above two paragraphs 
are to be presented to the Chambers, immediately if they are 
sitting, otherwise at their next session. 

This authorisation is given for a period of four years. 


Modification of Import Duties.—Article 2 of the Law provides 
for the following changes in the import duties on certain articles. 
These changes came into force as from 14th June, except as 
regards the duties on petrol (195 6 and c), which came into force 
onjthe 2nd June.

CUSTOMS TARIFF REVISION.

Export duties have been imposed on cocoa, ivory shells 
and hides as from 10th June.

FRANCE. 


TURNOVER TAX MOTOR CARS, ETC. 

The regulations for the application of the ‘* Turnover 
Tax to motor cars, elc., In France, as set out in a Law of 
80th March, 1923 (particulars of which were given in the 
‘Journai’’ of 26th April, 1923, page 511), have been modi- 
fied by Article 28 of the French Budget Law of 29th April, 
which provides that the tax is to be levied at the rate of 
6 per cent. on new motor cars fitted for carrying goods, 
but which the buyer declares may also be used for the 
transport of passengers, and on their chassis, coach-work 
and fittings and accessories delivered with such vehicles. 
Imported vehicles of this kind are subject to tax at this 
rate whether they are new or used. 

The Law also provides that the ordinary rate of ‘‘ Turn- 
over’ Tax (2 per cent.) is to be imposed on new motor 
evcles, cycle-cars, side-cars, and the like costing up to 
7.500 frs., instead of — frs., as hitherto.

FRENCH WES? AFRICA. 


INCREASE OF IMPORT AND EXPORT DUTIES 
AUTHORISED. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) for 5th June contains a 
Presidential Decree, dated 29th.May, which authorises the 
Governor-General of French West Africa to apply, until 
3lst December, 1928, ‘* coefficients of increase’’ of not 
more than 6 to the import duties of the Colony and of not 
more than 4 to the export duties of the Colony. (The 
maximum ‘“‘ coefficients ’’ authorised previously, as regards 
both imports and exports, was 3.) The ‘‘ coefficients ’’ are 
to continue to be revised every six months.

CUSTOMS DUTY ON FRESH BANANAS 
SUSPENDED. 

The ‘* Reichszollblatt ’’ for 27th May contains an Order, 
dated 22nd May, in virtue of which fresh bananas (ex- 
Tariff No. 50) may be imported into Germany free of Cus- 
toms duty as from Ist June until further notice. 

|[Note.—The ‘‘ general ’’ rate of duty on fresh bananas 
is 30 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogrammes, but the Commer- 
cial Convention between Germany and Spain of 7th May, 
1926, provided that fresh bananas in bunches imported in

GREECE. 





“FORCED LOAN ” SURTAX iNCREASED. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
has forwarded a translation of a recent Decree which in- 
creased from 20 to 30 per cent. the surtax on indirect and 
direct taxation provided for by the ‘* forced loan’’ Law of 
1922. This increase applies, inter alia, to the Customs 
and other duties leviable on imports, but certain taxes 
(among which are the consumption tax on tobacco, the 
taxes on cigarette paper and cigarette-making machines, 
and certain stamp taxes) are exempted from the increase.

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES.

JAPAN. 


ENCOURAGEMENT OF IRON INDUSTRY: 
DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF PLANT. 

H.M. Ambassador at Tokyo has forwarded translation of 
a recent Law, effective as from 10th April, which lays down 
revised provisions for the encouragement of the iron and 
steel industry in Japan. Article 11 of the Law provides that, 
for a period of 15 years from the entorcement of the Law, 
tools, machinery and other material necessary for iron 
works may be exempt from Customs duty when imported 
under permit from the Ministry of Commerce and Industry. 

In an Ordinance issued under the Law, the goods which 
may be admitted free of duty under this provision are

CONSUMPTION TAX ON COTTON TEXTILES 
ABOLISHED. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘** Journal ’”’ of 3rd 
June (page 593), respecting the proposal to exempt cotton 
textiles from the consumption duty levied on textiles in 
Japan, it should be noted that this exemption was brought 
into force by a Law of 27th March, which came _ into 
operation on Ist April. The ‘‘ cotton textiles ’’ exempted 
from the duty are defined as ‘‘ tissues composed of not 
less than 95 per cent. by weight of cotton, and in which 
there. is no mixture of silk. artificial silk, metal thread or 
wire or metal foil, or lacquer thread or foil,’’ but the Law 
provides that certain other fabrics composed of materials 
to be designated by Ordinance may also be regarded as 
cotton textiles,’’ and consequently be exempt from the 
tax. 

In virtue of this provision textiles composed of the fol- 
lowing materials have been classed as ‘‘ cotton textiles,’’ 
and thereby exempted from the duty, viz., spun pongee 
vari of more than No. 28 (English); banana tree fibre yarn; 
jute; arrowroot; wisteria; althaea; paper mulberry; pine- 
apple fibre; mulberry; bamboo; paper; rags; cotton mixed 
with one or more of the above; and any of the above 
materials mixed with wool or hemp (but not jute) to the 
extent of less than 5 per cent. by weight.

[IMPORT DUTY ON MANGANESE ORE AND 
FERROSILICON., 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that the Polish authorities have decided not to 
apply in future the reduced duty of 1 zloty per 100 kilogs. 
which has been levied on manganese ore and ferrosilicon 
containing more than 15 per cent. of manganese or silicon, 
imsported under permit from the Minister of Tf inance. 
These products are now subject to the full Tariff rate of 
auty of 9 zlotys per 100 kilogs.

IMPORTATION OF TEXTILE, ETC., 
MACHINERY. 

lit virtue of a Law dated 20th March, the importation 
into Roumania of machines and installations of old types 
for the textile, tanning, boot and shoe and furniture in- 
dustries has been prohibited. The prohibition of import 
applies also to machines and installations (complete or in 
parts) for the above industries of new types, but which 
have been in use in another country. 

New machines for: the above industries are to be imported 
under the control of the Ministry of Industry and Com- 
merce, through the Industrial Committee. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON TEXTILE AND 
METALLURGICAL GOODS MODIFIED. 

H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded copy and 
translation of a Royal Decree, dated 20th May, and effective 
as from 5th June, which modifies the import duties on 
metallurgical and textile goods which came into force on 
Ist April last. The rates have in many cases been consicer- 
ably reduced. In general duties increased on Ist April up 
to 50 per cent. above the old rates remain unchanged, while 
those which were increased by more than 50 per cent. have 
been reduced. In no case are the duties increased by more 
than three times the rates of the 1924 Customs Tar'f,
